This is the program of the Re- 
publican Party and its candidates 
for state and national office, rep- 
resenting the most reactionary 
forces in our country. 

Their conception of the Con- 
stitution is that it should protect 
the right of the exploiter to ex- 
pleit, while denying to labor the 
right to organize; to protect the 
right of the bankers to borrow 
billions, : while denying to. the 
unemployed any form of unem- 
ployment relief and social se- 
curity; to protect the monopolies 
in maintaining high prices for 
the necessities of life, while de- 
nying to the working farmer any 
security against bankruptcy, fore- 
closure and eviction. 

Since Governor Merriam has 
declared this to be Constitution 
Week, it might be well for the 
people of California to remind 
the gentlemen who run the Re- 


-publican Party and the so-called 


American Liberty League, of cer- 
tain sections of the Federal Con- 
stitution and the State Consti- 
tution which they would like to 
scrap and forget, and which ‘is 
being violated daily in our state 
and throughout the nation. 

Have these self-appointed de- 
fenders of the Constitution ever 
heard of the Bill of Rights, con- 
tained in the first ten amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitu- 
tion? The first amendment guar- 
antees the right of free speech, 
free assemblage. So does the 
Constitution of the State of Cal- 
ifornia. 

And yet we have anti- picket- 
ing ordinances and a Criminal 
Syndicalism Law, supposedly to 
protect: ‘law and order,’ but act- 
ually to deny the rights of labor 
to erganize and strike for im- 
proved conditions. 

The same forees that cry the 
loudest about ‘law and ordef’ 
and the so-called ‘red menace’ 
are responsible for sponsoring 
lawless violence against the la- 
bor movement in the form - of 
vigilante terrorism and intimida- 
tion of workers. 

Sometimes it is done under 
the cover of enforcing anti-labor 
legislation, more often ‘it is not, 
as in the Santa Rosa tar-and- 
feather case, which took a year 
to bring to trial, and the more 
recent Orange County vigilante 
strike-breaking action. 

Threat to Labor 

The secretary of the State 
Federation of Labor, Mr. Vande- 
leur, recently declared 
Labor Day speech that vigilan- 
tism constitutes a threat to all 
of Organized Labor and _ its 
rights. The 1935 convention of 
the State Federation of Labor 
condemned and resolved to com- 
bat it. 

All friends of labor are look- 
ing to its 1936 convention, now 
in. session in Sacramento, to 
adopt an effective fb rete for 
the repeal of all i-labor leg- 
‘islation, outlawing of vigilante 
strike-breaking, and the defense 
of civil liberties. The election 
platform of the Communist Party 
is pledged to support such a pro- 
gram in the next session of the 
Legislature and Congress.

The usual excuse given to 
justify this violation of demo- 
‘cratic rights,~ig the oft-repeated 
charge that Communists advo- 
cate “force and violence,” and

“red herring’ ‘is trotted out by 
the open-shop interests and the 


advocates of Fascism ingorder to. 


create a “red menace’ which 


does not exist. 

The Communist Party declares 
that it does NOT advocate or 
condone the use of force and 
violence; on the contrary this is 
the method used by ‘the: ene- 
mies of labor, by provocateurs 
sent into the workers’ ranks, by 
strikebreakers and vigilantes. 

The Communist Party is not 

interested in. sttikes for their 
own sake. We. know full well 
how costly strikes are for the 
workers, and their families. 
. In the present waterfront situ- 
ation, we hope, as do all friends 
of labor, that the threat of. a 
strike or lockout will be averted 
through negotiations and a 
peaceful settlement, which will 
take into consideration the just 
demands of the maritime un- 
ions. 

But we joint with all Organized 
Labor in defending the right of 
a trade unien to strike as a last 
resort, when all other means of 
gaining recognition for their 
grievances fail. Anyone who 
reads our press, the Western 
Worker, knows that this has al- 
ways been the true position of 
the Communist Party. 

The forces of reaction, how- 
ever, spread this false propa- 
ganda in order to create a “red 
scare, ’and further their Fas- 
cist aims.

HE events of the last week 

on the San Francisco water- 
front connected with the murder 
frame-up of several members of 
the Firemen’s Union, is a topic 
of conversation among broad 
sections of the working popula- 
tion not only on the West Coast, 
but throughout the entire coun- 
try. Tens of thousands of trade 
unionists, acquainted with the 
methods of the open-shoppers, 
see through all the ballyhoo in 
the capitalist press another one 
of the well:planned frame-ups of 
the shipowners carefully engin- 
eered with the assistance of paid 
stool-pigeons. 

But there are still quite a 
large number who want to know 
what this case is all about. 
Many wonder why. the prosecu- 
tion is attempting to draw in 
the usual “red herring” by the 
assertions that the murder is a 
“Communist inspired plot” and 
by the attempt to frame Lawr- 
ence Ross, editor of the Western 
Worker, and candidate for con 
gress in San Francisco. Many 
wonder what connection this 
case has with the issues facing 
organized labor. These questions, 
therefore, still need clearing up 
—and the workers cannot get 
these facts from the capitalist 
press. 

Supported by Labor 

American labor has_ looked 
with pride on the San Francisco 
waterfront, greeting its militancy 
and solidarity which won im- 
proved conditions for the water- 
front workers. On every occa- 
sion when the Shipowners with 


their’ Hearstian campaigns of 
“Communist agitators” and 
“troublemakers” attempted to 


smash the maritime unions, la- 
bor stood staunchly behind the 
waterfront workers. 

Ever since the General Strike 
of 1934 the shipowners have with 
different methods, not fearing 
to use stool-pigeon and vigilante 
terror methods, attempted tode- 
stroy the unity established on 
the San Francisco waterfront. 
Every one of their efforts was 
defeated by the disciplined and 
unified ranks of the maritime 
unions. No one can forget. the 
events of only a few months ago 
when the shipowners’ plan to 
inaugurate an open-shop drive 
(actually locking out the I.L.A.) 
was prevented by the timely ex- 
posure of their contemplated 
plot and the support of the or- 
ganized labor movement, 

Now again, in the midst of 
the negotiations of the new 
awards, the shipowners are up 
to their old tricks. This time 
however with the. aid: of the 
legal machinery—the courts to 
perpetrate a frame-up which is 
so akin to the famous Mooney 
case that even the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, rabid reactionary 
newspaper, in woeful tones 
pleads that the “business class” 
and the “working class” do not 
transform this case into ‘another 
Mooney or McNamara class-feel- 
ing imbroglio.” 

Tongue In Cheek 

District Attorney Earl Warren 
of Alameda county rushed to 
print with.a statement asserting 
that the “basis of the plot was 
communistic.”©\ * 

Warren makes a serious bid 
for public sympathy by his “ap- 
parent .friendliness” and ‘“con- 
cern” for the honest workers. He 
does this with his tongue in his 
cheek, however, when he adds: 
“This case is not a case against 
union labor but rather one 
against certain murderous and 
racketeering individuals _ who 


forced themselves into a position 
of power among a group of hon- 
est workers.” ~~ é 
This is in the true Hearst 
spirit. Hearst. has at all times 
labeled every honest progressive 
element, worker. or professional, 
who dares to fight for element- 
“trouble- 
makers”, but people who con- 
done “individual terrorism.” 
' Warren, whose kinship to 
Hearst, maybe explained by the 
fact that he is chairman of the

Cover for Frame-up 


What is the reason for this 
attack upon militant organized 
labor and against the Commun- 
ist Party? What is behind it? 
It is first of all a frantic effort 
on the part of the prosecution, 
acting for the shipowners, to 
cover up the monstrous charac- 
ter of this frameup against un- 
ion men. Through such _ propa- 
ganda they hope to influence 
members of organized labor and 
general public sympathy from 
expressing its solidarity for the 
men who are being so grossly 
framed’ up by, ‘‘confessions” 
which smack of the good old 
stool-pigeon tactics. 

Above all, to cover up their 
real purpose of breaking the 
maritime unions, they attempt to 
create the opinion that this is 
not a case against union labor 
“but a handful of individuals” 
“tainted with Communism’. To 
back this up Warren eulogizes 
the stooges in the Firemen’s 
Union—the, “conservative and 
law abiding element” who gave 
assistance to “clear up” this 
case. 

At no time before in the his- 
tory of the San Francisco labor 
movement, was there such a 
need of organized solidarity, 
moral and financial support by 
the entire organized labor move- 
ment, to expose this crass at- 
tack against the workers by the 
shipowners This is a case against 
union labor, despite all of War- 
ren’s statements to the contrary. 


It is a case first of all against

owners, 

But the shipowners have a 
second trick in the bag. If they 
cannot succeed in breaking the 
unions, they must at ‘least (they 
argue among themselves) dis- 
credit the rank and file leader- 
ship and put in their place men 


effectively. 

This is at the basis of War- 
ren’s accusation of “murderous 
and racketeering individuals.” In 
this manner they hope to con- 
vince the workers that the mili- 
tant leadership in the maritime 
unions duly elected by the over- 
whelming majority of the rank 
and file, are not really carrying 
through the rank and file policies 
which are subject to the wishes 
of the membership, but are 
maintaining their leadership by 
intimidation and force. |

_ Intense Speedup 

Now the same crew is required 
to pick up three loads of gar- 
bage per day. They must call 
on 492 houses per day and often 
are forced to work as long as 
aleven hours. They do not get 
any holidays off and when they 
asked to be let off for Labor 
Day this request was curtly re- 
fused and: the men forced to 
work under threat of losing 
their job.

{* WAS in the cold, dirty and wet toilet of the huge, Steel 


Trust, company union controlled, shipyard. 


Two fellows 


had sneaked in pact the foreman to grab a smoke. 


On the cold steel wall hung 
one of the leaflets issued by the 
Party, exposing the new attempt 
of the shipowners to smash the 
maritime unions by framing Earl 
King. 

“Goddam Communist b——ds,” 


spied the leaflet. _He snatched 
it from the bulkhead and tossed 
it towards the drain. 
“Hey—what the hell’s 
idea?” his smoking partner, 
well knownsred-baiter, demand- 
ed. A challenge was in his 
voice as he rescued the innocent 
leaflet from the brink of the 
*drain. 
“We don’t want any damn 
Communist propaganda around 
here—and there ain’t nobody go- 
ing to stick any up while I’m 
around here,’ ’a vigilante note 
‘was sounded in answer to his 
partner’s challenge. 
A knotted bronzed fist sud- 
denly shot out. It caught the 
embryo-vigilante square on the 
chin and sent him splashing face 
first into the drain.

HIS one is really choice, but 
one must have a brief pic-

Only one political party has 
taken an active and direct part 
in the interests of the rank and 
file maritime workers—the Com- 
munist Party. Even Hearst ad- 
mits this fact. 

However this small minority 
group has opposed real rank and 
file principles without, in all 
probability, being aware of it. 
Several .interesting, if not dan- 
gerous developments have re- 
sulted. 

For one thing, .their anti-po- 
litical stand in practice means 
only one thing—an anti-Party 
stand. To this position, of course, 
have immediately rallied the al- 


rope.” But “with unshakable op- 
timism he held to his conviction 
that in time the setbacks would 
cease and there would come a 
period of steady progress toward 
a nationwide adcjalist movement 
in the U.S.A.”

The last remnants of the Wob- 


blies (their stronghold some 
years back was in the maritime 
unions). have also suddenly come 
to life—that it, those who have 
not joined the Communist Party 
or: dropped out of the class 
struggle entirely. To this back- 
wash of a practically extinct la- 
bor movement, the “line” of’ the 
“non-political” group appears as 
a belated enema to a dying 


cause. Eagerly they grasp it. 
They “support” this minority 
group. 

And the conservatives—well, 


there is no such word on the 
waterfront any more. The con- 
servatives disappeared just be- 


fore the I.L.A. and the Maritime [ 


Federation Conventions. In their 
place has apepared the “ultra- 
militants.” Their line is natur- 
ally the same. (Has the leopard 


changed its spots yet?) It is the 
old class-collaborating¢ policy, 
with a “revolutionary” coat of 
paint. Quite naturally to them 
the “non-political line’ is down 
their alley. 

They support this minority 
group. 

But somehow their “non-po- 


litical” line didn’t click with the 
workers. Roosevelt’s signing of 
the Copeland Bil lis still fresh 
in the minds of most of the 
maritime workers. Desperation 
drove some of this group to open 
red-baiting. The results were 
disastrous to them. Red-baiting 
is strictly passe with the mari- 
time workers. 

There was nothing left for 
them to do but enter the polit- 
ical field. It is true their en- 
trance was through the _ back- 
door; nevertheless, into the po- 
litical field they entered—via 
the Socialist Party. Not only did 
honest, but pdlitical backward 


maritime workers join the So-}. 


cialist Party, known shipowner 
agents and Trotzkyites also 
“joined.” Boy, what. a _ pretty 
mess the honest Socialists have 
on hand. 

As a result of all this, policy 
and correct program now sud- 
denly becomes a question of 
“politics’—at least that is the 
way non-political gangs raise 
their activities. And that is the 
manner in which known stool 
pigeons now carry out their un- 
ion-destroying activities. 

Out of all these developments 
come this story. It seems that 
in one union, one of this “non- 
political action” group had done 
a good job of selling the mem- 
bership on the “dangers” of en- 
tering the political field. In fact, 
so good that when some rank 
and filers heard.of his .speaking 
‘before’ a political mass meeting 
they demanded to know if the 
union had granted him the: auth- 
ority to speak before a political 
body. (It was:a Socialist Party 
mass meeting.) 

To this question he gave the 
following: priceless answer: 

“It was nat a political meet- 
ing I spoke to. It was an anti- 
political gathering.”

Most of this issue is 
concerned with the forest fires, 
but there are a couple of jewels 
significant in showing some of 
the less publicized functions of 
he camp. It happened that the 
eed of extra supplies for fire- 


ighting emptied a couple of -the | 


etail stores in Weed. 

~The Weed newspaper. wrote 
“upsequently: | “And yet, after 
raids like this from gur mode! 
samp of CCC workers bringing 
iundreds of dollars to our town 
ach week, we have a few saps 
who say they are not needed 
wd should be abaneoned” Th- 
vamps are not considered as a 
nethod of meeting the problem 
af a generation of unemployed 
youth. Nothing is said about the 
way in whith the CCC fails ta 
adequately meet the task of giv- 
ing the 8 million unemployed 
young people jobs in industry, 
vocational training and educa- 
tion. Rather, fhe value of the 
gamps is discussed in terms of 
the dollars a week they bring 
to the local merchants in Weed! 
The message of the camp Com- 
mander shows a second way in 
which the camps are useful to 
others hesides the boys them- 
selves. “The fire seasbn is with 
us in full force. The men have 
been on the fire line of every 
major brush and timber fire dur- 
ing most of this month. It has 
taken courage to stick with it, 
and although undermanned, co. 
919 has come through with fly- 
ing colors.” 

The men are _ dissatisfied. 
Writes one in poetic complaint: 
“When this term is’ served and 
done, you won't find me among 
the million and one to be awak- 
ened in the night and another 
fire sent to fight!” 

To discourage such disloyalty 
the commander continues: ‘Al- 
though there are difficulties in 
the CCC there is still great un- 
certainty on the outside.
